DARWIN RIGHT IN THRORY 


{ Leeds, England, Sept, 1.—Taking 
as his subject the formidable text, 
“Darwin’s Theory of Man’s Descent 
as it stands today,” and giving him 
an antiquity of one million years, 
Prof. Sir Arthur Keith delivered last 
evening the inaugural presidential ad- 
dress here of the 96th annual gath- 
ering of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 


“The subject ‘of my address is 
man’s remote history,” said the dis- 
tinguished seientist, whose “Antiquity 
of Man” is a standard work, and 
whose most recent publication, two 
years ago, was “Religion of a Dar- 
winist.” “Fifty-five years,” he said, 
“have come and gone since Charles 
Darwin wrote a history of man’s de- 
scent. How does his work stand the 
test of time? 

“As I address these words to you, 
I cannot help marvelling over the @if- 
frence between our outlook today 
and that of the audience which Sir 
Richard Owen had to face in this 
city sixty-nine years ago. The vast 
assemblage which confronted _ hiin 
was convinced :-that man had appear- 
ed on earth by a special act of crea- 
tion; whereas the audience which I 
have now the honor of addressing, 
and that larger radio congregation 
within the reach of my voice, if not 
convinced Darwinists are yet prepar- 
ed to believe, when full proofs are 
forthcoming, that man began _ his 
career as a humble primate animal 
and has achieved his present estate 
by the action and reaction’ of biolog- 
ical forces which have been and are 
ever at work within his body and 
brain. 

“Will Darwin’s victory endure for 
all time? Before attempting to ans- 
wer this question, let us look at what 
kind of book the Descent of Man is. 
It is a book of history—the history of 
man, written in a new way—the way 
discovered by Charles Darwin. He 
gathered historical. documents’ from 
the body and behavior of man and 
compared them with — observations 
made on the body and behavior of 
every animal which showed the least 
resemblance to man. He studied all 
that was known in his day of. man’s

| in the corresponding histories of 
| other animals. He took into consid- 
| eration the manner in which the liy- 
, ing tissues of man react to disease, 
to drugs and to environment; he had 
to account fer the existence of di- 
verse races of mankind. By a logical 
analysis of his facts, Darwin recon- 
structed and wrote a history of man. 
“Fifty-six vears have come and 
gone since that history was written. 
_An enormous bedy of new evidence 
_has poured in upon us. But the 
fundamentals of Darwin’s outline of 
man’s history remain unshaken. 


“The evidence of man’s evolution 
| from an ape-like being. obtained from 
| a studv of fossil remains. is definite 

and irrefutable, but the process has 
_ heen infinitely more complex than 
| was suspected in Darwin’s time. In 
_our original simplicity we expected, 
| as we traced wan backwards in time, 
| that we should encounter.a graded 
series of fessil forms—a series: which 
| would carry him in a straight line 
| towards an anthronoid ancestor. We 
should never have made this initial 
mistake if we had remembered that 
the guide to the world of the past is 
the world of the present. Jn our time 
man is represented not by one but by 
many and diverse races—black, brown, 

‘ellow and white; some of these are 

rapidly expanding, others are rapidly 
disappearing. Our searchers have 

‘| shown that in remote times the world 
was peopled, sparsely it is true, with 
vaces showing an ever greater diver- 
sity than those of today, and that al- 
ready the same process cf replace- 
ment was at work to unravel man’s 
pedigree. We have had to thread our 
way, not along the links of the chain, 
but through the meshes of a compli- 
cated network. : 


“We made another mistake. Seeing 
that in our search for man’s: ancesiry 
we expected to reach an age when 
the beings we should have to deal with 
would be simian rather than human, 
we ought to have marked the condi- 


anthropoid apes. We ought to have 
been prepared to find, as we approach- 
ed a distant point in the geological 
horizon, that the forms encountered 
would be as widely different as. are 
the gorilla, chimpanzee and orang 
and confined, as these great anthro- 
poids now are, to limited parts of 
the earth’s surface. 

“That is what we are now realiz- 
ing; as we go backwards in time, we 
diseover that mankind becomes brok- 
en up, not into separate races in’ the 
world of today, but into numerous 
and separate species. When we go 
into’ a still more remote past they 
become so unlike that we have to re- 
gard: them not as belonging to sep- 
arate species, but different genera. 
It is amongst this welter of extinct 
fossil that we have to trace the zig- 
zag line of man’s descent. Do you 
wondet we sometimes falter and fol- 
low false clues? ; 

“We committed a still further 
blunder when we set out on the search 
for man’s. ancestry; indeed, some 
of! us are. still making it. We expect- 
ed that there. would be not only ar 
orderly file of stages, but that ever; 
part of his body—skull, brain, jaws, 
teeth, skin, body, arms and legs— 
would at each stage become a little 
less ape-like, a little more man-like. 
Our researchers have shown us that 
man’s evolution has not proceeded in 
this orderly manner. In some extinct 
races, while one part of the body has 
moved forward, another part has lag- 
ged behind. 

“All the evidence now at our dis- 
posal supports the conclusion that 
man has arisen as Lamarck and Dar- 
win suspected, from an anthropoid 
ape not higher in the zoological scale 
than a chimpanzee and that the date 
at which human and anthropoid lines 
of descent began to diverge. lies near 
the beginning of the miocene period 
On our modest, scale of reckoning, 
that: gives man the respectable anti- 
quity of about one million years. 


“Our geological search has not: pro-' 


duced so far the final and conclusive 
; evidence of man’s anthropoid origin; 
we have not found as yet the humar 
‘image’ emerging from its anthropoic 
encasement, Why, then, do moder1 
anthropologists share the convictior 
that there has been an anthropoic 
| stage in our ancestry? __ 
| “Early in the present century, Prof 
G. H. F. Nuttall, of Cambridge Un- 
| versity, discovered a trustworthy and 
‘exact method of determining the affin- 
| ity of one species of animal to an- 
! other by comparing the reactions. 0: 
| their bloods. He found that the bloo 
‘of man and that of the great anthro 
| poid apes gave almost the same re- 
| action. Bacteriologists find that thc 
liv'ng anthropoid body possesses th 
| same susceptibilities to infections an: 
, manifests the same reactions, as doe: 
| the body of man. So alike are th: 
| bra‘ns of man and anthropoid in thei?

“Darwin himself approached thi: 
problem as a psychologist and after 
years of observation succeeded in con- 
vincing himself that immeasurable as 
are the differences between the men- 
tality of man and ape, they are of 
degree, not of kind. Prolonged re- 
searches made by modern psycholo- 
gists have but verified and extended 
Darwin's conclusion. No matter what 
line of év'dence we select to follow— 
we reach the conviction that man’s 
brain has. been evolved from that of

“In these days our knowledge of. 
the elaborate architecture and deli- 
cate machinery of the human. brain 
makes rapid progress, but I should 
mislead if I suggested that finality is 
in sight. Far from it, Our enquiries 
are but begun. There is much we do 
not yet understand.” 

After sketching the advancement of 
scientific knowledge since Darwin's 
time, Sir Arthur Keith concluded: 

“With such sources of knowledge 
being ever extended, and others of 
Z rreat importance which have been left: 


-unmentioned, such as heredity, we are’ 


justified in the hope that man will be‘ 
able in due time not only to write his: 
own history, but to explain how and’ 
why events took the course they did. 
- “Was Darwin right when he said 
that man, under the action of biolo- 
gical forces, which can be observed 
and measured, has been raised from 
a place among the anthropoid apes 
.o that which he now occupies? The 
answer is ‘Yes,’ and in returning this 
verdict I speak but as foreman of the 
‘ury—a jury which has been empan- 
elled from men who have devoted a 
lifetime to weighing the evidence.”

New Ruling On Imported Apples Has 
Been Issued 

Ottay, a.—Imported apples have been 
declared Mable to dumping duty. A 
rulsig issued by the Department of 
National Revenue holds that apples 
are to k» considered as of a class or 
kind produced in Canada until other- 
wise ordered. : 

This means that a_ special (or 
dumping duty) in addition to the reg- 
ular duty, will be applied to imported 
apples. Thé dumping duiy will be the 
difference between the appraisea 
value and the purchase price but. not 
exceding ‘15 per cent. of the appraised 


value.
